To tke Citizens and Taxpayers of the City of Rutland: 

In accordance with the city charter, I submit here- 
with the annual reports of the heads of departments, 
which give in detail all receipts and disbursements of 
moneys during the fiscal year of 1905. By reference to 
the city treasurer's report you will find the city's net 
indebtedness has been decreased ^21,348.96, and we 
enter upon the new fiscal year with no floating indebted- 
ness, except perhaps a tew small bills that have not been 
rendered or audited for payment. The Sinking Fund 
has been increased g 17,348.96, and the amount now 
standing in the hands of the sinking fund commis- 
sioners is $103,381.63. This amount is increased by 
premium on bonds to the amount of ;$ 1,760.62. Too 
great care cannot be taken in the selection of capable 
men to handle this fund. During the last year the 
hand of death has stricken two of our commissioners, 
George R. Bottom and General W. Y. W, Ripley, both 
of whom were honored by our citizens for their wise 
judgment and high integrity, and their loss is deeply felt 
by the whole community whom they had served so long 
and faithfully. My appointments to fill the vacancies 
have been made with due regard to the great importance 
of the responsibility of the trust imposed. 
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COLLECTION OF TAXES. 

I find that this department has been managed in a 
very lax manner, the collector being allowed to carry- 
over from year to year unpaid taxes which the law 
requires shall be collected and turned in to the city 
treasurer on or before the 1st day of March the year 
following the levy of said taxes. 

The collector has been notified that he will be held 
strictly to account for the performance of his duty as is 
required by law. 

STREEl'S AND SEWERS. 

The city engineer's report gives in detail a state- 
ment of the cost of construction of permanent roadways 
and roadways re-surfaced. There should be a systematic 
plan adopted, first for the maintenance of roadways 
already built and new roadways to be constructed. 
There is too great disposition on the part of our street 
committees to do work in a hap- hazard manner. The 
first work that should be done is the repairing of broken 
places in the roadways already constructed ; these 
repairs should be made in the early spring, and such 
moneys available after such repair work is finished 
should be used for permanent roadways radiating from 
the business center to the outskirts of the city. By 
adopting such a course we should have continuous 
macademized streets, and the roadways already con- 
structed would be in good condition the year around. 
It is false economy to build a road and allow it to go to 
pieces for want of attention. 

The River Street and State Street bridges have 
been thoroughly scraped and painted, and the iron work 
on these bridges should be inspected each year to see 
that they do not deteriorate for the want of attention. 
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Such sewers as have been constructed were badlv 
needed. ^ 

WATER. 

In this department new mains have been laid to 
outlying districts contrary to my judgment. There are 
rnany old mains in the thickly settled part of the town 
that should be renewed before the mains are extended to 
the outskirts of the city, and the same system should be 
adopted m this department as recommended in the street 
department, improvements commencing at the center 
and radiating out from that point thereby establishing a 
systematic plan for improvements. 

Conditions exist on the streams supplying our citv 
reservoir that should be remedied without delay 
Attention has been called to these conditions and the 
btate Board of HealtJi has reported that they are a 
menace to the city's health. 

Recommendations made to the Board of Aldermen 
have met with disfavor. 

The following report by the State Board of Health 
niakes ,t apparent that some action must be taken bv 
the citizens to remedy the evil. 

Brattleboro, June 3, 1905. 
To the HonarabliJ.F. Manning, Mayor, City of Rutland : 
As a result of the hearing held in your city May 
25, upon your complaint that certain parties were main 
teining nuisances on or near the Mendon branch of 
East Creek, whence your city obtains its water supply 
we beg leave to offer the following report ;— 

After due consideration of the testimony taken at 
this hearing, corroborated by a personal inspection of 
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the premises complained of, we find your complaint of 
pollution of the water supply fully sustained. 

We have not, however, served any order on either 
party, for the reason that we have failed to receive a cer- 
tificate of any vote by your city council to defray the 
expenses (as provided in section 6 of No. 115, laws of 
1902, as amended 1904,) involved in changing any 
structures or their locations which might be necessary. 

It is gratifying to know that you are alive to the 
importance of providing .your citizens with pure water. 
The history of epidemics of typhoid fever and other 
gastro- enteric diseases in this and other states and 
countries shows that they usually have their origin in a 
polluted water supply. A single case of such disease 
has repeatedly given rise to wholesale epidemics, when 
the case was located on or near a stream supplying a. 
village or city. 

On the occasion of our visit to your city we 
inspected the immediate watershed of the stream supply- 
ing you with water, as far up as the Sawyer and Rooney 
places. We find as a result of this inspection, no less 
than seven places, besides those which were the subject 
of this hearing, which discharge their sewage either into 
the brook or where it, and the drainage from barns and 
other buildings also find their way into it, which might 
under right conditions give rise to serious epidemic 
diseases among the users of the water. 

Furthermore it develops from analysis of your water 
supply made at the laboratory of hygiene of this board, 
that your water is at times polluted with animal organic 
matter, pointing almost surely to house or barn drainage. 
This contamination is shown by the presence in the 
water at certain times of colon bacilli, as well as by a 
dangerous amount of certain chemical constituents, 
Hence, we are of the opinion that during times of 
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high water, when the stream is receiving large additions 
from the washings of the surface, the drainage from 
some or all of these houses or outbuildings is finding its 
way directly into your water supply. 

Your people are entitled to pure water, and to all 
proper and possible protection of this watershed from 
contamination by reason of the drainage which neces- 
sarily enters the brook from the houses, outbuildings 
and barns along its course. This stream is well calcu- 
lated naturally to furnish a good supply of water for 
domestic use. 

We are prepared to take such action as the law 
provides to ensure the protection of this watershed. We 
must insist, however, that your city counsel take the 
initiative, by filing with this board a certificate of a vote 
in accordance with the statute, already referred to 
Under date of May 17 we called the attention of your 
city council to this matter, as regards the two places 
which were the subject of our recent hearing. On May 
32 they passed a resolution, as the law requires, regard- 
ing the place of Oscar Wood, but omitted any mention 
of either of the places which were then set for hearing. 

We shall expect the same action as was taken in 
reference to the Wood case will be taken by your city 
council, without unnecessary delay, not only with refer- 
ence to the Sawyer and Rooney places, but also with 
reference to the Tenny, Eggleston, Kennerson, Pomeroy, 
Wheeler and other places, from which contamination of 
the brook is likely to occur. 

You should petition this board for a hearing on 
these latter places, and any others above the Sawyer and 
Rooney places which may be su.spected of adding to the 
contamination of this stream. After such further hear- 
ing and after due notification that the city council has 
taken the necessary action, we shall be prepared to 
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make such order as the law contemplates to prevent 
pollution of the water supply of your city. You will 
learn from this report that this board will take such 
legal measures as the law provides to furnish your city 
permanent relief from the dangers that threaten your 
water supply. We shall await the action indicated by 
yourself and your city council as a preliminary step 
toward such relief.

Upon receipt of the foregoing report from the sec- 
retary of the State Board of Health, I transmitted the 
same to our Honorable Board of Aldermen, with the 
following letter: 

Gentnemen :— I transmit to you herewith report of 
the State Board of Health and their decision after hear- 
ing the testimony and personally inspecting the Sawyer 
and Rooney premises complained of in my petition to 
them for the abatement of nuisances on or near the 
streams from which we obtain our city water. I request 
that you pass such resolutions as provided in section 6 
of No. 115, laws of 1902, as amended in 1904, covering 
not only the Sawyer and Rooney places, but the other 
places that were inspected by the State Board of Health, 
and to which they call my attention, that such changes 
may be ordered by the State Board of Health as will 
speedily and effectually safeguard our water supply 
against pollution. 
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Appreciating that I have your full co-operation in 
the cleansing of our watershed, I remain, ,

The Board of Aldermen accepted the report and the 
same was placed on file. 

In view of the fact that the existence of pollution in 
our water from the sources pointed out by the State 
Board of Health seems to be still questioned by some, I 
deem it highly important for the interests of the city 
that the question of contamination of our water supply 
should be finally determined one way or the other, and 
for this purpose, and for the purpose of taking action in 
the matter, if considered necessary, I recommend that 
the Mayor be empowered to appoint a commission com- 
posed of five citizens with authority to employ an expert 
on hygiene to make a .thorough investigation of our 
water supply, and the said commission be empowered to 
take such action as will effectually remove such causes 
of pollution of our city water, if the same shall be found 
to exist, by the acquiring of the lands, or the removal of 
the buildings, or both, or by the establishment of a fil- 
tration plant, as they may elect, and that the sum of 
^15,000, or so much thereof, as may be necessary, be 
appropriated for expenses of carrying their recommen- 
dation into effect. 

CHARITIES AND CORRECTIONS. 

The expenses in this department for the year shown 
by the report of the overseer of the poor were ^^42 19 74. 
This department has been efficiently managed by Mr. 
Brousseau, overseer. The inmates have been well cared 
for, and the house kept in a clean and orderly manner. 
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The country is to-day in the height of prosperity 
and business reactions are inevitable when the revenue 
of the city will necessarily be diminished. The neces- 
sary expenses of maintaining the city government leive 
but little for improvements, if we are to maintain our 
present rate of taxes, I therefore recommend the strictest 
economy in all expenditures if our present rate of taxa- 
tion is riot to be increased. 

Our central location and superior railroad facilities 
together with our healthful surroundings make our city 
a highly desirable location for manufacturing industries. 
A systematic and concerted effort on the part of our 
citizens would, without a doubt, result in adding to the 
industries already located here, thereby increasing our 
population and benefiting the entire community. Such 
industries seek localities where the taxes are not a 
burden. The first matter for consideration on the part 
of an industry seeking a new location is the question of 
taxes, and it is therefore of the first importance for the 
future growth and prosperity of the city of Rutland that 
our tax rate should be maintained where it now is and 
reduced, if possible, and that our finances should be so 
conducted as to put the city each year upon a sounder- 
basis so that we may look forward to the time when we^ 
shall be relieved of the burden of our debt.

Previous to macadamizing Library avenue from 
Grove Street to Church we constructed a combined tile . 
and emvel drain the entire distance on each side of the 
street and also two catch basins at Grove street. We 
also constructed a telford foundation from Grove street 
to Chestnut avenue. On TerriU street we built one well 
at each end of the macadamized roadway. 

It will be noticed by the above table that we have 
imnroved about 2S00 lineal feet of roadway ; thus com- 
pleting fourteen miles of macadamized roads m this c.ty. 
In order to save what has already been expended on a 
few of the older macadam roadways they will have to 
be repaired and drained, wherever necessary, as soon as 

addition to the above new construction the 
macadam on State street has been repaired and three 
catch basins constructed as follows : one on each side ot 
the street east of Noyes avenue and one at the southeast 
corner of Baxter and State streets, 

Mr Willis also made a number of smaller repairs OQ 
the macadam roads wherever it seemed a necessity. In 
the repair work he used about 780 loads of stone and 
expended about $935-00 in labor. 

We have also worked Watkms avenue north ot 
State street and Adams street to Tenney Brook with the 
road machine.

In addition to the above we have repaired and re- 
constructed a number of the older crushed stone walks. 
In the construction and repairs of the walks, as above 
noted, we have used about 266 loads of crushed stone. 

We have resurfaced the concrete walk on the east 
side of Merchants row from the Bardwell house to Cen- 
ter street and the south side of Center street from 
Merchants row to Wales street.

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WATER DEPARTMENT. 

On account of the exceedingly cold weather dur- 
ing the past two winters, many of our mains, services 
and hydrants had to be renewed and placed so as to be 
less easily effected by frosts. Nearly all of the worst 
places have been improved; so that now the water 
system is in much better condition than formerly to 
withstand the effect of the frost during such severe 
winters. That work and the thawing of frozen pipes 
etc., during the last winter has cost about ^3,500. Con- 
sequently, the usual expense of running the water 
department has been increased about that amount more 
than it would have been under ordinary circumstances. 



EXTENTIONS, HYDRANTS AND HOUSE CONNECTIONS.

SERVICES, ETC. 

Fifty-six new house connections have been con- 
structed and thirty-one relaid. Also, twenty-eight that 
have bothered about freezing have been relaid deeper in 
the ground. In doing this work we have laid 95 feet of 
2-inch, 32 feet of i^-inch, 76 feet of i-inch and 2,906 
feet of ^-inch pipe. 

We have also repaired ten leaks in the mains and 
thirty-two in the service pipes. 

There ought to be another large main connecting 
the pipes on the west side of the city with those on the 
east as stated in previous reports. 

Our supply of water is also short in diy times and 
should be attended to at once.

The lines, grades, etc., for the work performed by 
he other departments have been duly given, recorded 
m the records of this office and card indexed to date 
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BRIDGES. 

The foot bridge has been removed as authorized by 
vote of the city in March. 

A small bridge across a branch of the East Creek 
on Crescent street extension has also been removed and 
the stream turned into East Creek above the East Creek 
bridge. 

The State and River street bridges have been re- 
paired and painted. There are two or three sections of 
the latter bridge which are over the tracks that should 
be painted one coat, at least, each year in order to pro- 
tect thenn from the effect of the steam and gasses of the 
locomotives. The other sections of that bridge do not 
need painting oftener than five or six years. The bridge 
is badly corroded now in places over the tracks and un- 
less taken care of will soon be gone. 

All of the large wooden bridges need repairing in 
order to keep them from decaying rapidly.

To the Honorable Council: "'- 

Gentlemen : In compliance with the laws and 
ordinances of the city I herewith submit my report 
including a complete record of fires from January i to 
December 31, 1905, and a detailed statement of fires and 
alarms that the department has responded to, also the 
cause of such fires, with the amount of insurance carried 
upon such property endangered and the total insurance 
paid thereon. 

The manual force consists of eight permanent and 
twenty call men. 

Your apparatus for extinguishing fire consists of; 

One Amoskeag steam fire engine. 

One Hayes 65-foot aerial hook and ladder truck 
complete. 

Two hose wagons, capacity 1,500 feet of hose, each 
fully equipped with extinguishers, play pipes, axes, six 
rubber covers, short ladders, etc. 

Four horses. 

1,150 feet, 2% inch cotton hose, new. 

950 feet lyi inch cotton hose, good condition. 

400 feet 2^ inch cotton hose, poor .condition. 

The estimated value of property in charge of the 
department December 31, 1905,^17,858.15. Schedules 
in detail are on file in the city clerk's office, also at the 
department headquarters.

The department has answered more calls for chim- 
neys burning out this year than for a long time. If 
the citizens will have their chimneys cleaned out once a 
year they will find it a great benefit to themselves and 
the department, 

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 

This branch of the service has been faithfully looked 
after by the superintendent, R.' D. Beals, and is in good 
condition at the present time, it having had. a general 
overhauling, all slack wires properly taken up. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For the improvement and greater efficiency of the 
department I desire to make the following recommenda- 
tions which I deem essential and which I trust will meet 
with your approval. 

I would recommend the purchase of some more fire 
alarm boxes. There should be one placed at the corner 
of Robbins and Baxter streets, one at the corner of 
Temple and Main streets, and one on West street, near 
Chaffee's lumber yard, I would recommend the pur- 
chase of one thousand feet of two and one-half inch hose 
as the amount is getting short in the department. 

The outside of the building at station No. 2 needs 
painting badly. 

The hose wagons and the steamer should be painted 
this year as they are in a bad condition and the aerial 
book and ladder should have a coat of varnish. The 
ceiling and walls in station No. i should be painted. 
They need it badly. 

I would recommend the purchase of one cellar pipe, 
which no department is complete without. 

CONCLUSION. 

Before closing this report I wish to extend my 
tl^anks to His Honor, Mayor Manning, to the members 
of the city council and the members of the fire com- 
mittee tor the interest they have manifested in the wel- 
fare of the department, to the officers and members of 
the department who by their promptness in discharge of 
their several duties have added much to the efficiency of 
the department and to the police department for their 
va|uaf]|le assistance at all times.

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REPORT OF THE 

FIRE MARSHAL. 

To the Honorable City Council: 

I hereby tender you my fifth annual report as city 
fire marshal, from January i, 1905 to January i, 1906. I 
have made about my usual number of inspections the 
past year and in most cases have found the diiiferent 
places in very good condition. There is a chance, how- 
ever, for an improvement in some cases, as there is still 
more or less complaint from insurance adjusters as to 
the condition of some of the blocks, relative to the 
dumping of rubbish and ashes in the rear of same. It is 
entirely against the city ordinance to empty ashes next 
to, or against, a wooden building, or to put same in 
wooden receptacles. I am surprised that we do not have 
more trouble from ashes dumped in the different places, 
as the tenants are very careless about this, and it is 
almost impossible to stop it. I do not know as it ever 
will be stopped until the city can sec its way clear to 
have the accumulation of ashes, papers, etc., collected 
by a team two or three times a week from the blocks, 
the same as is done in larger cities. Each block or 
tenant should be supplied with iron cans for this purpose. 
A good many of the property owners do supply their 
tenants with galvonized cans for ashes, etc., and have 
them emptied by trunkmen at their own expense. We 
have been very fortunate as to fires and losses the 
past year. 



I06 FIRE marshal's REPORT 

I have not tried to enforce the state law, nor the city 
ordinance relative to the erection of fire escapes on 
public buildings the past year, as I made up my mind it 
was of no use. This cannot be enforced until the city 
erects the lire escapes on their own buildings, the city 
schools, as recommended by Chief Dunton and myself 
over a year ago. Since writing this report I have been 
informed that the fire escapes for the city schools have 
been ordered for some little time, but the concern from 
whom they were ordered has been very slow in filling 
same. They are promised here at once and will be 
erected as soon as received. 

I will say that there has been quite an improvement 
in some of the srfiool buildings in the way of cleaning 
up the accumulation of old papers and other rubbish in 
the attics and basements of the buildings. I refer more 
especially to the Church street building, which was in 
very bad condition. This has been cleaned from top to 
bottom, as I know from an inspection of same when the 
work was completed. There have also been hooks put 
on the inside of the north and south rear doors of this 
building and the doors arranged to swing out. In our 
recommendation for fire escapes on the different school 
buildings, the Church street building referred to was the 
least in need of a fire escape of any, but now that they 
have arranged the rear doors as they have I would con- 
sider this building as safe as it could be made and would 
not need a fire escape. 

I was asked one day this fall to go with Mr. Ward 
and others to make a test of the time it took for the 
children to get out of this building in case of fire after 
the fire gong in the building was sounded. I was sur- 
prised at the time they made, considering there had 
been so little drilling. We went there unbeknown to 
anyone and the fire gong was sounded in the hall by us 
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and the children filed out in perfect order, two by two, 
and when the last one was out of the building the time 
was just one and one quarter minutes by two or three 
watches. There were at this time about 400 children in 
the building. They all went out the two rear doors. 

I would like to see this law, relative to the erection 
of fire escapes on public buildings enforced, and, as 
soon as the city have theirs erected, I shall try and en- 
force this law. 

I wish there might be some way of catching the 
parties who pull the fire alarm boxes. With the help of 
the police force we shall try and ferret this out. If we 
do catch the guilty parties they will be punished to the 
full extent of the law.

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REPORT OF THE 

CHIEF OF POLICE. 



To the Honorable City Council: 

In accordance with the provisions of the city ordi- 
nance, I herewith submit for your consideration the 
port of the Police Department for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1905. 

The standard of excellence and efficiency, which 
it is our aim to maintain, is a high one, and the different 
members of the force have faithfully endeavored to 
reach that standard. 

The size of the regular force has not been increased 
during the past year, it consisting of five regular patrol- 
men (including the chief), and fifty special policemen. 

The city has, fortunately, been free from serious 
crime, and there have been but few losses from burglary 
or larceny during the year. Those which have occurred 
being of the kind which are of continual occurrence in 
every city, and in the majority of cases the offenders 
have been apprehended and brought before the court. 

During the past year there have been 597 arrests, 
S73 males and 24 females. Included in this number are 
37 persons who were arrested on two separate charges. 
Of the above mentioned offenders, 325 were residents of 
the citj^ of Rutland, and 272 were non-residents; 121 
were arrested on warrants, 49 were arrested on complaint 
of citizens, without a warrant ; 427 were arrested with- 
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out a warrant, complaint being entered by the officers ; 
41 persons for second offence, 11 for third and i for 
fourth offence. 

Nationality: American, 31 1 ; Irish, 173; French, 
61 ; Swedish, 16; Italian, 13; Russian, 6; German, 2; 
Portuguese, i ; Poles, 9 ; English, 3 ; Finlander, i ; 
Bohemian, i. 

Forty-three persons were given lodgings and re- 
leased in the morning. 

One hundred and fifty- three street lights were re- 
ported by the officers as not burning. 

Fourteen back doors and 1 1 front doors of stores or 
places of business were found by the officers, unlocked 
or open.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The efficiency and advancement of the department, 
as well as the good order of the community, would be 
greatly promoted were the city to purchase and main- 
tain a patrol wagon, in connection with this department. 

It is not an elevating sight for the young, nor a- 
pleasant or agreeable sight to any citizen, to see persons 
in state of intoxication being taken to the station, often 
giving expression to language unfit for human ears, and 
I would respectfully ask that you give this matter your 
consideration. 

At the present day there are many places of amuse- 
ment open in the evening, rendering it a difficult matter 
to enforce the curfew law, except upon the principal 
streets, on account of the small force, and I would sug- 
gest that the parents give this matter their earnest atten- 
tion and co-operation to assist in the enforcement of this 
law. 

The demands upon the police department are con- 
stantly increasing with the growth of the city, and can- 
not, in many cases, be met with the force now at our 
command, as the department is not large enough to give 
the citizens the police protection that a community of 
this size demands, especially in the outlying sections, 
and I would recommend one or two more patrolmen.

The year 1905 has been remarkable for the 
number of contagious diseases reported ; there having 
been epidemics of mumps, German measles, measles and 
scarlet fever. 

Cerebro spinal meningitis also made its appearance 
in March and April, which caused some uneasiness but 
it did not assume the form of an epidemic. 

WATER. 

The water shed has been frequently inspected, ajid 
the attention of your board has been as often, called to 
the condition of the water shed, but little improvement 
has been made, and for a considerable portion of the 
year it is not clean. 

Samples of water have been taken, on an average of 
two each month, for analysis at the Laboratory of 
Hygiene at Burlington. ' ' 
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Nearly 20 per cent showing pollution. I am once 
more impelled to urge upon you the necessity of secur- 
ing for the citizens of Rutland unpolluted water. 

They are paying for it and are entitled to the best 
water obtainable. 

Under ordinary circumstances the transfer of the 
funds from the water receipts to the general account 
might be defended, but it cannot be, so long as there 
are at least seven seperate places on the water shed 
which menace and continually pollute the water supply. 

The transferring of over ^17,000,00 from water 
receipts to the general fund is the very best evidence 
that our water rates are too high and should be immed- 
iately reduced. 

I cannot understand what right or justice there is, 
in compelling owners of real estate to put in water 
closets and then practically fine them for so doing. 

I aver, once more, that water closets should be 
stricken from the list and made free. 



COLLECTION OF RUBBISH. " 

During the early spring a committee of your board 
was appointed to make arrangements for a better dispo- 
sition of ashes, refuse, etc. 

An ordinance was passed requiring wagons used 
for teaming away ashes, rubbish, etc. to be covered with 
canvas, to prevent the dropping and blowing of the 
same along the public streets. 

No attention has been paid to this ordinance though 
I believe the chief of police made a slight effort towards 
its enforcement, 

J A dumping place was selected, the owner agreeing 
to bttrn all combustible material and to properly cover 
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with clean earth any deleterious or offensive material 
delivered on his premises. 

He built a sort of crematory, in which he burned 
quantities of material ; but for some reason, the board 
annulled their contract with him. 

I am more and more convinced that the only satis- 
factory way is to put on sanitary wagons, with covers, 
make regular collections of all ashes, rubbish and 
garbage and properly dispose of the same. 

I believe that such a department properly organized 
could be made self-supporting, or nearly so. 

It would certainly add to the cleanly appearance 
of our city and tend to reduce contagious diseases. 

Again, quoting from Surgeon General Wyman, ot 
the United States Marine Hospital Service : 

" Good sanitary environment enhances health and 
is the best means of eliminating contagious diseases. 

" A good water supply, perfect sewerage, and dis- 
posal of garbage, good street paving and street cleaning 
should be the first boast of every municipality. 

The greater the neglect of sanitation the more 
pronounced the disease bearing factors ot a city." 

This matter of collection of refuse and cleanliness 
of streets and alleys is a very proper function of the 
government and ought not be left to individuals or 
farmed out.

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RERORT OF THE 

CITY PHYSICIAN. 

To the Honorable City Council; 

Gentlemen : There has been bnt very little disease 
among the city poorj in the nine months ending Dec- 
ember 31. 1905, less, it seems than in previous years. 
Most of the patients at the city poor farm, requiring 
medical aid have been chronic cases, due to old age. 

There were five deaths at the city farm, three of 
them due to senile debility, and two to Tubuerculosis. 

There were no deaths among the outside poor, I 
think the health condition among the latter are of the 
best.

To the Honorable City Council: 

As required by law, we herewith submit our report, 
beginning with April 1, 1905, and ending with December 
31. 1905- 

On the first day of April, 1905 the commissioners 
met and organized by the election of F. M. Butler, 
chairman and secretary. The cotrimissioners, after 
careful consideration of the conditions existing here, 
voted to fijc the fee for first-class and second-class 
licenses at jS i ,200 each and for seventh-class license, $250. 

Thirty- four applications in the aggregate for the 
different classes of licenses having been received, after 
proper advertisement thereof, and hearings for that pur- 
pose, the commissioners granted eight first class licenses, 
one each to the following persons : W. H. Valiquette, 
Fred Fenn, Thomas J. Laior, Michael McDonough, 
Mark Furman, Patrick J. Sullivan, Stephen Cragin, 
Henry Barrett . two second class licenses, one to each 
of the following: William Dugan, George C. McCloy; 
and one seventh-class license to Charles E, Barker. For 
which the licensees paid into the city treasury, ^12,250, 
one-half of which is by law to be paid over by the treas- 
urer to the State. 
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The city court has reported to us 354 convictions 
for intoxication from April i to December 31, 1905, 
inclusive. 

The names of each of the persons convicted were 
immediately transmitted to the several licensees for 
posting, and sales of liquor to them by the licensees 
prohibited. Twenty-one persons have been posted upon 
the application of relatives or employers; by virtue of 
Sections 96 and 97 of the Act, the licensees have been 
notified, and sales to such persons prohibited. 

Thirty-seven meetings of the board have been held. 
Soon after the organization of the board, and at divers 
times, the police department was requested to report to 
the board any unlawful selling or violation of the law 
which came to their knowledge. Like requests have 
been made to the sheriff department No unlawful sell- 
ing or other violation of the law has been reported by 
any officer. A considerable number of witnesses have 
been examined and such evidence as the commissioners 
have been able to obtain has been turned over to the 
states attorney. 

Twelve samples of liquor were obtained from the 
several licensees and forwarded to the State Laboratory 
of Hygiene for analysis. The report received by the 
commission on August 28, 1905, shows that none of the 
samples show any evidence of adulteration, and says 
that "these whiskies are what would be considered fair 
commercial whiskies," and that " there seems to be very 
little choice between the samples."

Board of School Commissioners. 



To the Honorable City Council: 

As president of the Board of School Commissioners 
I submit to your honorable board the following report 
for the year ending December 31, 1905. In doing this, 
I would call attention to the fact that the school board's 
fiscal year closes December 31st, and the school year 
closes June 30th ; therefore, in order to gain a more 
complete knowledge of our school affairs the tax payers 
of this city should also refer to the School Manual for 
1905, and the reports therein contained- 

FINANCE, 

At the close of our school year, June 30, 1905, your 
school board had a balance on paper of $16,483.49, but 
against this there was a considerable indebtedness out- 
standing for , unpaid rent and taxes and other items. 
Your school board has paid these items of old indebted- 
ness and has met the running expenses of the schools 
for six months, and has commenced the new fiscal year 
with a balance on hand of ^1,484.83. The school board 
has again asked for an appropr ation of 50 cents on the 
dollar of the Grand List of 1906 for the maintainance of 
the schools. Inasmuch as the amount received by us 
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from the State, for educational purposes, was consider- 
ably reduced this year, the school bo.ird feels that they 
are justified in asking for this appropriation. 

TUITIONS. 

Since the opening of our schools in September, the 
committee on tuitions has worked faithfully to collect 
all money due this city from neighboring towns and 
from individuals for the tuition of out-of-town scholars. 
The result of their labors has been that, for the fall term, 
there has been paid into the city treasury $J$0 from 
tuitions, as against S850.50 collected in the three terms 
of the school year of 1904-5. If this good work is kept 
up, by the close of our present school year we will have 
collected considerably over twice as much as was col- 
lected for tuitions in the years 1904-5. 

SCHOOLS, 

Our schools are in fairly good condition, but we are" 
crowded for room and during the past year the school 
board has had to pay ,^912.00 for rents on property 
rented for school purposes. The city needs a new 
building for the graded schools in the vicinity of the first 
and second wards. Such a building would save the 
school board quite a sum paid out in rentals and would 
be vastly better equipped for school purposes than any 
building that could be rented. 

The heating plants in the Church street, Pine street, 
and School street buildings are becoming antiquated and 
are poorly adapted for school purposes. Modern heat- 
ing plants in these buildings would give better satisfac- 
tion and would make possible a considerable saving in 
the consumption of fuel. 
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TEACHERS. 

The public schools of this city have always been 
ortunate in their teachers, and this year the efficiency of 
the teaching corps has been fully up to the standard of 
previous years. The loss sustained by the commercial 
department by reason of Mr, Snow's resignation after 
eleven years of faithful service, has been met by the 
appointment of Mr, Hawkes, who came to our schools 
well recommended and who has given general satis- 
faction. 

The school board has seen fit to reduce the number 
of teachers in the kindergarten department this year. In 
doing this, the board was actuated solely by motives of 
economy and we believe that the efficiency of the teach- 
ing in this department still remains at its former high 
standard. 

The school board has voted a considerable sum of 
money for the equipment of the physical and chemical 
laboratories in the high school and trust that this appro- 
priation will produce good results. In my opinion no 
expense should be spared to make our high school 
department second to none in the State, 

GENERAL. 

The superintendent's report shows that the expense 
per pupil for the past school year is ^23,51 or 61 cents 
more than the expense per pupil during the year pre- 
vious. I think that this expense is rather excessive and 
hope that during the present year this amount will be 
reduced. 

I mention with great regret the death of Michael R. 
Walsh, school commissioner from Ward 8, who served 
the city for many years as a member of the school board. 
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In conclusion I would add that the school board 
hopes for the hearty support of every tax payer in this 
city especially those whose children attend our schools. 
With this support the work of the school board and of 
the teachers is rendered more effective and the success- 
ful working of our public school system assured.
